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Antioxidants  in  Food 

NEW  REGULATIONS  INTRODUCED 

THE  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  the  Minister  of 
Health,  acting  jointly,  have  made  the  Antioxidant  in  Food  Regulations, 
1958. 


The  Regulations  provide  for  the  sale 
and  importation  of  foods  which  con- 
tain propyl,  octyl  and  dodecyl  gallates 
and  butylated  hydroxyanisole  and  buty- 
lated  hydroxytoluene  within  prescribed 
limits.  They  require  antioxidants  and 
certain  specified  foods  containing  anti- 
oxidant when  sold  otherwise  than  by 
retail  to  be  labelled  in  a  prescribed 
manner.  Similar  regulations  have  been 
introduced  in  Scotland.  The  Regula- 
tions do  not  apply  to  preparations  in- 
tended for  export  or  to  any  preparation 
described  in  a  monograph  or  formula 
in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  or  the 
British  National  Formulary  and  sold  as 
a  pharmaceutical  preparation;  or  to 
any  substance  recommended  as  a  medi- 
cine as  defined  in  section  17  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941. 
[The  use  of  specified  antioxidants 
within  prescribed  limits  in  oils  and  fats, 
essential  oils  and  butter  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  and  in  compounded 
foods  containing  those  articles  of  food 
as  ingredients  was  recommended  by 
the  Food  Standards  Committee.] 

Radiation  Hazards 

STUDIES  IN  VARIOUS  COUNTRIES 

RESEARCH  workers  from  different 
countries  meeting  in  Geneva.  Switzer- 
land, have  pooled  results  of  investiga- 
tions into  the  effects  of  radiation  in 
varying  circumstances.  Earlier  work  in 
the  field  had  indicated  that  animals 
higher  in  the  evolutionary  scale  were 
more  susceptible  to  radiation  than 
others;  it  now  seems  likely  that  dosage 
provided  upon  a  single  occasion  is 
more  damaging  than  the  same  dosage 
distributed  over  a  number  of  expo- 
sures. The  first  theory  has  received 
support  from  Russian  research,  in  which 
monkeys  were  found  biologically  more 
sensitive  than  mice,  which  in  turn  were 
less  immune  than  the  fruit  fly.  Genetic 
consequences  were  discussed  in  a  re- 
port from  the  United  States  by  Drs. 
W.  L.  and  L.  B.  Russell  that  mice  re- 
ceiving a  number  of  small  doses  of 
radiation  suffered  less  damage  than 
mice  subject  to  the  same  total  dosage 
upon  one  exposure.  The  report  also 
mentioned  that  the  radiation  level  at 
which  those  results  had  been  secured 
was  proportionately  much  larger  than 
the  dosages  received  by  humans.  Pro- 


fessor H.  Maisim,  Brussels,  reported 
studies  of  the  effects  of  radiation  upon 
pregnant  rats;  the  observations  sug- 
gested that  comparatively  small  doses 
to  the  embryo  might  give  some  pro- 
tection against  radiation  in  later  life. 

Virus  Diseases 

EXPERT  COMMITTEE  MEETS 

THE  World  Health  Organisation  ex- 
pert committee  on  respiratory  virus 
diseases,  which  met  recently  in  Stock- 
holm, expects  that,  in  influenza  out- 
breaks during  the  next  few  years,  the 
A/Asia/57  virus  will  be  predominant. 
Stocks  of  vaccine  available  in  several 
countries  is  likely  to  give  a  60-70  per 
cent,  protection.  Vaccination  to  give 
protection  is  considered  important  to 
expectant  mothers  and  to  sufferers  from 
cardiovascular  and  lung  diseases  and 
metabolic  disorders.  Maximum  protec- 
tion is  ensured  by  administration  at 
least  a  fortnight  before  an  epidemic  is 
expected.  Vaccination  will  not  prevent 
an  epidemic  but  may  limit  the  effects 
by  preventing  a  high  death-rate  and 


will  reduce  absenteeism  in  public  ser- 
vices. Current  research  work  on  vac- 
cines in  the  Soviet  Union  was  reviewed 
by  the  committee's  vice-chairman  (Pro- 
fessor V.  M.  Zhdanov).  An  attenuated 
live  virus  vaccine  is  being  administered 
in  that  country  by  spraying  into  the 
nose  and  throat.  The  virulence  of  live 
vaccine  is  too  great  for  use  in  children 
under  seven  years  of  age.  Work  is  be- 
ing done  on  improving  existing  stocks 
of  vaccine  by  mixing  with  a  suitable 
"  adjuvant,"  and  studies,  initiated  by 
the  W.H.O.,  are  being  carried  out  on 
the  possibility  of  creating  an  animal 
reservoir  of  human  influenza  vaccine. 

"Chemists'  Goods"  Sales 

HIGHER  BY  £18  MILLIONS  IN  1957 

THE  value  of  "  chemists'  goods  "  sold 
in  the  United  Kingdom  during  1957  in- 
creased to  £217  millions  from  £198 
millions  in  1956  according  to  a  report 
(National  Income  and  Expenditure, 
1958)  issued  by  the  Central  Statistical 
Office  (Stationery  Office,  7s.  6d.).  The 
amount  of  tax  paid  on  those  goods 
rose  to  £50  millions  in  1957  from 
£46  millions  in  1956.  Production  by  the 
chemical  and  allied  industries  at  £1,130 
millions  in  1957  was  £50  millions 
higher  than  in  1956  with  the  value  ex- 
ported £20  millions  higher  at  £265  mil- 
lions. United  Kingdom  production  by 
the  chemical  and  allied  trades  rose  by 
£50  millions  to  £1,130  millions  in  1957 
compared  with  a  rise  of  £40  millions  in

Ulster  Chemists 

MEETING  OF  EXECUTIVE 

THE  September  meeting  of  executive 
of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association, 
held  in  Belfast  on  September  2.  Mr. 
A.  Templeton  (president)  in  the  chair, 
was  the  first  since  June,  and  the  agenda 
was  accordingly  heavy.  Complaints  of 
price-cutting,  sales  from  vans  and 
photographic  charges  received  atten- 
tion. The  secretary  reported  that,  in 
response  to  letters  sent  to  the  Northern 
Ireland  members  of  the  United  King- 
dom Parliament  concerning  the  recent 
heavy  reduction  in  purchase  tax  and 
consequent  loss  to  chemists,  the  matter 
had  been  taken  up  on  behalf  of  all  by 
Mr.  S.  Knox  Cunningham,  M.P.,  who 
forwarded  a  copy  of  the  reply  he  had 
received  from  the  Financial  Secretary 
to  the  Treasury.  The  reply  pointed  out 
that,  despite  effort,  no  satisfactory  and 
practicable  solution  had  been  found  in 
the  past  to  the  retail  stocks  problem. 
If  had  been  accordingly  decided  that 
reforming  the  tax  structure  in  one  oper- 
ation would  be  in  the  best  interests  of 
all.  Considerable  discussion  arose  on 
C.F.  matters.  On  the  motion  of  the 
president,  a  vote  of  confidence  in  the 
retailer  members  of  the  Northern  Ire- 
land C.F.  Committee  was  passed,  and 
they  were  empowered  to  take  what- 
ever steps  they  might  deem  necessary 
for  the  good  of  C.F.  The  price-margins 
committee  reported  upon  examinations 
of  further  cases  in  which  it  was  con- 


sidered that  price  margins  were  inade- 
quate. On  the  motion  of  Mr.  W.  J. 
Rankin  (treasurer),  seconded  by  Mr.  J. 
Caldwell,  the  basic  annual  subscriptions 
for  the  incoming  year  were  fixed  at 
£3  3s.  for  Pharmaceutical  Chemist 
members,  £2  2s.  for  branch  shops  and 
£1  lis.  6d.  for  Registered  Druggists 
(unchanged  from  current  year).  The 
secretary  reported  that  arrangements 
for  a  further  lecture  on  dermatology 
to  be  given  by  Dr.  Martin  Beare  on 
November  25  had  been  made  by  the 
subcommittee.  The  president  congratu- 
lated Miss  C.  B.  Abernethy  (its  con- 
vener) on  the  excellent  way  in  which 
she  had  handled  the  previous  lecture, 
and  said  he  had  much  pleasure  in  leav- 
ing arrangements  in  her  hands.  Some 
members  were  reported  by  the  secretary 
as  having  been  invited  to  co-oper- 
ate in  stamp  trading  schemes,  and 
it  was  agreed  that  members  should 
be  strongly  recommended  not  to  co- 


operate in  such  schemes.  The  sec- 
retary also  reported  a  discussion  with 
officials  of  the  Ulster  Transport  Auth- 
ority concerning  the  possibility  of 
arrangements  for  deliveries  of  drugs  in 
some  areas  after  normal  hours.  While 
expressing  itself  anxious  to  co-operate 
so  far  as  possible,  the  Authority  said 
that  to  arrange  such  a  service  would  be 
impracticable.  Mr.  J.  J.  Sharkey,  Ph.C. 
(successor  to  Mr.  W.  J.  Heatrick.  Ph.C, 
Molesworth  Street,  Cookstown).  was 
elected  to  membership.

BRITISH  ASSOCIATION 

Closing  sessions  at  Glasgow 


THE  latter  half  of  the  British  Associa- 
tion's meeting  was  remarkable  for  the 
number  of  new  developments  an- 
nounced. 

Oral  Vaccine  against  Worms 

Dr.  W.  Mulligan  (Glasgow  Univer- 
sity) gave  details  of  a  large  field  ex- 
periment, involving  6,000  cattle  on 
forty  farms,  in  a  study  that  has  yielded 
an  oral  vaccine  effective  against  para- 
sitic worms.  The  vaccine  effectively 
immunises  domestic  animals  and  "may 
extend  into  the  field  of  human  para- 
sites." The  process  involves  "  in- 
activating" larvae  by  radiation  and  then 
processing  them  into  a  form  suitable 
for  oral  administration. 

Dr.  E.  N.  Willmer  addressed  the 
physiology  section  on  cellular  differen- 
tiation. He  cited  twenty  parts  of  the 
body  that  provided  between  them  over 
sixty  cells  with  specialised  functions.  A 
cell,  he  said,  had  to  preserve  its  os- 
motic and  ionic  equilibrium.  The  more 
specialised  it  became,  the  more  deli- 
cately had  ionic  equilibrium  to  be 
adjusted.  Both  internal  and  external 
ionic  equilibria  had  to  be  stabilised 
and  were  probably  peculiar  to  the  cell. 
Symbiotic  systems  might  therefore  be 
expected,  and  there  was  evidence  that 
they  did  occur.  In  preserving  its  own 
ionic  equilibrium   a  cell  altered  the 


environment  of  neighbouring  cells.  Dif-I 
ferentiation  was  a  process  dependent; 
on  immediate  surroundings. 

Dr.  B.  C.  Saunders  addressed  the) 
chemical    section    on    "  Physiologicalji 
Properties    of    Toxic    Organic  Com- 
pounds    Containing     Fluorine."  Hel 
classified  toxic  organic  fluorine  com- 
pounds  into   two  main  types  :  thosei 
that    also    contain    phosphorus  andl 
possess  the  P-F  link  in  the  molecule 
(e.g.,    phosphorofluoridates)    and  the 
tluoroacetates,  which  contain  the  C-Fl 
link  in  the  molecule.    Compounds  of 
this  type  were  stable,  odourless  liquids 
and  did  not  attack  glass.    In  low  con-| 
centrations    they    caused    headaches,  L 
impaired  vision,  difficulty  in  breathing 
and    nausea.    Higher  concentrations 
caused  quick  knock-out  and  respira- 
tory collapse,  effects  explained  on  the 
basis  of  interference  with  cholinester- 
ase.   Certain  organo-phosphorous  com- 
pounds not  containing  fluorine  could  I 
also  produce  these  effects. 

All  derivations  of  fluorocetic  acid, 
FCH.COOH,  had  similar  toxic  proper- 
ties.   Most  compounds  containing  the  . 
C-F  link  and  capable  of  being  oxi-l 
dised  or  hydrolysed  to  fluoroacetic  acid  I 
in  the  body  were  toxic.  Fluoroacetates 
were  toxic  because  they  were  built  up 
in  the  living  cell  to  fluorocitric  acid, 
the  latter  being  the  real  toxic  agent.

The  Minister  of  Health  for  the  Sudan 
stated  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
that  it  was  hoped  that  the  number  of 
hospitals  in  the  Sudan  will  be  doubled 
to  102  within  the  next  five  years. 

INDIA 

Russian  Interest  in  Drug  Industry 

A  team  of  eight  Russian  experts  arrived 
in  New  Delhi  at  the  beginning  of 
August  to  discuss  the  further  develop- 
ment and  expansion  of  the  manufac- 
ture of  pharmaceutical  products  and 
drugs  in  India.  The  visit  is  an  outcome 
of  the  offer  made  by  the  Soviet  Union 
to  provide  financial  and  technical  assis- 
tance for  the  development  of  the  in- 
dustry, which  is  said  to  include  a  loan 
of  eighty  million  roubles  for  the  pur- 
chase of  machinery  and  equipment.  The 
team  has  had  discussion  not  merely 
with  Indian  experts  but  also  with  offi- 
cials of  the  Ministry  of  Commerce  and 
Industry.

before  adding  the  contents  of  the  white.  How  many  readers  remember 
the  boxwood  measure,  not  unlike  an  egg-cup,  which  was  one  of  the  first 
pieces  of  pharmaceutical  apparatus  handed  to  the  new  apprentice  ?  And 
compound  powder  of  liquorice-sometimes  called  inaccurately,  though 
perhaps  with  a  measure  of  truth,  "luckless"  powder.  Many  of  your  older 
subscribers  must  have  licked  their  lips  while  stirring  the  ingredients  in  a 
large  mortar,  and  tasted  the  peculiar  sweetness.  I  sold  some  only  yesterday 
to  someone  who  evidently  had  not  heard  that  it  was  no  longer  fashionable. 
There  are  even  a  few  who  defy  the  ukase  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  by  con^ 
tinuing  to  take  that  compound  powder  of  rhubarb  with  which  the  name  of 
Dr  Gregory  will  ever  be  associated,  defying  expert  opinion  and  achieving 
a  degree  of  solace  and  comfort  by  so  doing.  The  making  and  packing  of 
that  light  and  elusive  powder  brought  to  the  young  apprentice  a  feeling 
that  he  had  indeed  entered  on  the  serious  business  of  life. 

Simplicity 

One  feels  grateful  to  a  lay  public  which  simplifies  the  more  difficult 
technical  descriptions.  For  example,  there  is  a  direct  and  uncomplicated 
approach  in  a  request  for  nose-drops  when  the  article  itself  is  described 
by  the  manufacturer  as  a  "  nasal  decongestant."  The  same  holds  with  a 
"tube  of  embrocation"  where  the  article  is  labelled  a  "  neuro  vascular 
rubefacient."  Pride  of  place  must  go  though,  I  think,  to  a  well-known 
bottle  teat.  After  close  scrutiny  of  the  small  print  to  confirm  that  the 
article  met  the  desired  specifications— namely,  "three-hole      I  found 
that  the  correct  description  is  "triple  perforation."  It  would  seem  that  the 
educational  policies  both  of  Government  departments  and  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  are  thoroughly  justified.  I  must  attempt  to  conform  to 
modern  usage  for  it  is  becoming  increasingly  obvious  that  only  by  so  doing 
shall  I  be  able  to  discharge  my  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  my  customers 
who  exhibit  a  partiality  for  plain  speech. 

Callous  indifference  to  the  death  of  Latin  may  be  countered  by  other 
emotions  resulting  from  the  technocrats'  birth  pangs  with  this  new  jargon.

Pharmacists  of  thirty-nine  countries  at 
Brussels  for  first  joint  congress 

PROCEEDINGS  AT  OPENING  SESSION 


THE  seventeenth  general  meeting  of  the 
International  Pharmaceutical  Federa- 
tion and  eighteenth  International  Con- 
gress of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences 
opened  in  the  Belgian  capital  on  Sep- 
tember 6. 

Apoth.  M.  Stoffels  (president  of  the 
Belgian  Pharmaceutical  Association) 
opened  the  proceedings.  He  welcomed 
first  the  official  representative  of  King 
Baudouin.  next  the  official  representa- 
tives of  participating  countries  and 
other  professional  representatives  pre- 
sent who  were  in  some  way  connected 
with  pharmacy.  He  then  gave  place  to 
the  Federation  president  (Sir  Hugh  N. 
Linstead,  O.B.E.)  who,  before  giving 
his  formal  address  as  president  (see 
p.  265)  acknowledged  in  French  the 
warm  and  friendly  welcome  of  Mr. 
Stoffels.  There  were  present,  he  said, 
1,000  people  from  thirty-nine  countries, 
and  the  conference  for  the  first  time 
combined  the  traditional  congress 
of  the  Federation  and  the  scientific 
congress.  He  wished  especially  to  con- 
gratulate Mr.  P.  Degand  for  his  great 
efforts  of  organisation. 

Sir  Hugh  was  followed  by  Profes- 
sor Ruyssen  who,  as  president  of  the 
scientific  section,  welcomed  all  those 


who  had  come  to  discuss  and  exchange 
experiences  in  dealing  with  the  numer- 
ous problems  facing  pharmacists  today. 
The  evolution  of  science,  he  said,  had 
increased  the  amount  of  technical 
knowledge  with  which  the  pharmacist 
must  be  acquainted.  The  production  of 
drugs  could  not  take  place  without  the 
close  co-operation  of  the  technical  and 
theoretical  specialists,  and  the  section 
had  arranged  the  proposed  programme 
to  cover  a  wide  variety  of  subjects.  He 
made  special  mention  of  the  papers  on 
radioisotopes;  by  Professor  Finney, 
Aberdeen,  on  bioassay;  and  by  Profes- 
sor Ehrenstein,  Pennsylvania,  U.S.A., 
on  the  adrenocortical  hormones. 

Greetings  from  the  Fourth  Pan- 
American  Congress  of  Pharmacy  and 
Biochemistry;  from  the  Pan-American 
Pharmaceutical  and  Biochemical  Fed- 
eration; and  from  the  American  Phar- 
maceutical Federation  were  brought  by 
Dr.  J.  B.  Burt  (president,  Pan-Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical  and  Biochemical 
Federation).  He  also  offered  the  co- 
operation and  assistance  of  the  United 
States  delegation  in  any  way  that  might 
contribute  to  the  objective  of  the  con- 
gress. To  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  for  his 
personal  use  he  presented  a  copy  of  the 


proceedings  of  the  Fourth  Pan-Ameri- 
can Congress  of  Pharmacy  and  Bio- 
chemistry, that  were  held  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  November  1957.  He 
"  took  the  liberty,"  he  said,  of  an- 
nouncing a  Fifth  Pan-American  Con- 
gress of  Pharmacy  and  Biochemistry, 
which  wouid  be  held  in  Chile  during 
the  year  1960,  the  exact  time  and  place 
to  be  announced  later.  On  behalf  of 
the  Pan-American  Federation  he  offered 
a  cordial  invitation  to  those  who  would 
like  to  attend  from  Europe  to  do  so. 

Mr.  P.  Degand  (joint  secretary-gen- 
eral of  the  International  Pharmaceutical 
Federation),  said  that  many  aspects  of 
pharmacy  had  changed  during  the  past 
few  years,  but  pharmacists  still  hoped 
to  make  a  positive  contribution  to  the 
welfare  of  society.  Progress  must  be 
implemented  in  a  rational  way,  and  if 
necessary  pharmacy  must  be  reorgan- 
ised to  ensure  its  more  effective  contri- 
bution. The  Congress  had  gathered  to- 
gether scientific  workers  in  all  branches 
of  pharmacy,  and  each  individual  would 
regard  his  problems  in  his  own  way  and 
contribute  accordingly.  Some  countries 
had  given  their  pharmacists  the  neces- 
sary status  to  enable  them  to  organise 
the  professional  aspects  of  their  calling. 
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Pharmacists  must  not  lose  sight  of  the 
fact  that  they  were  in  the  service  of  the 
patients.  ,  ,       ,  i 

Mr  J  Bruggeman  (the  other  general 
secretary  of  the  Congress)  made  a  state- 
ment on  the  programmes  and  aims  of 
the  Congress.  Medicines  were  no  longer 
produced  in  the  pharmacy,  and  that 
gave  rise  to  many  problems.  The  phar- 
macist's responsibilities  remained.  He 
must  keep  abreast  of  new  trends  and 
must  have  some  control  over  the 
quality  of  the  products  which  he  issued 
over  the  counter.  He  suggested  "  spot  " 
checks  by  other  pharmacists  with  the 
necessary  specialised  experience  of 
chemical  and  biological  analysis.  Phar- 
maceutical knowledge  was  required 
both  at  the  counter  and  in  the  factory; 
and  modern  society  expected  pharma- 
cists to  be  expert  in  each  sphere. 

Expressing  regret  that  the  Minister 
of  Health  was  unable  to  be  present, 
Mr.  L.  Servais  (Minister  of  Labour 
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and  Social  Welfare)  said  that  the  struc- 
ture of  society  had  changed  since  the 
1939-45  war. 

Most  countries  had  introduced  some 
form  of  social  health  and  welfare 
scheme  that  required  the  effective  co- 
operation of  all  the  specialists.  In  Bel- 
gium pharmacists  had  shown  great 
social  conscience  and  initiative. 

Medal  Presentation 

Before  the  next  item  on  the  agenda, 
the  presentation  of  the  Host-Madsen 
medal,  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  introduced 
Dr.  Host-Madsen  himself,  who  was 
on  the  platform.  He  gave  a  brief  out- 
line of  the  history  of  the  medal  and 
then  called  upon  Professor  Ruyssen, 
who  announced  that  the  Scientific  Con- 
gress had  decided  to  award  the  medal 
to  Dean  Rene  Fabre  (see  pp.  261  and 
266).  That  had  not  been  done  "  merely 
to  extend  the  list  of  your  distinctions.' 
The  Congress,  in  fact,  wished  to  recom- 


pense a  pharmacist  who  had  rendered 
a  great  contribution  to  the  service  of 
public  health  and  hygiene.  "This 
medal  is  a  token  of  gratitude  for  all 
the  work  you  have  done."  Professor 
Ruyssen  then  called  upon  Sir  Hugh 
Linstead  to  make  the  presentation. 
Speaking  again  in  French,  Sir  Hugh 
presented  the  medal  to  Dean  Fabre  .  .  . 
"  in  gratitude  for  a  lifetime  dedicated 
to  the  service  of  pharmacy." 

Dr.  Fabre,  in  his  acknowledgment, 
stated  that  in  London,  at  the  previous 
Congress  of  the  Federation,  he  had  an- 
nounced that  he  was  going  back  to  his 
garden.  "  I  now  apologise  for  leaving 
it."  Now  that  he  was  pensioned  off 
they  had  chosen  to  give  him  another 
medal.  "  If  I  have  rendered  a  few  ser- 
vices to  pharmacy.  I  hope  that  I  shall 
not  forget  that  I  owe  to  pharmacy 
everything  I  am." 

That  ended  the  proceedings  at  the 
opening  session. 


SIR  HUGH  LINSTEAD'S  PRESIDENTIAL  ADDRESS 


AT  the  opening  of  the  eighteenth 
general  Assembly  of  the  International 
Pharmaceutical 
Federation  in 
Brussels  on  Sep- 
tember 8  Sir 
Hugh  Linstead 
(president  of 
the  Federation) 
began  his 
speech  by  refer- 
ring to  the  fact 
that,  during  the 
lifetime  of  most 
of  those  pre- 
sent, men  had 
waged  two 
world  wars 
among  them- 
selves. What  lessons  had  those  wars 
taught?  "  We  have  learnt  that,  if  a  war 
settles  some  problems,  the  peace  that 
follows  creates  more,  equally  grave 
and  complex";  that  the  word  victory 
had  little  meaning;  and  that  humanity 
as  a  whole  was  always  the  victim. 

In  every  human  being  there  was  a 
quality  of  independence  that  neither  de- 
feat nor  oppression  nor  privation  could 
suppress.  That  quality  was  individu- 
ality the  knowledge  that,  at  least  for 
the  individual's  lifetime,  it  was  the  in- 
dividual self  who  was  the  focus  and 
centre  of  the  world.  He  felt  that  tha 
was  the  theme  that  animated  the  great 
Brussels  Exhibition.  It  was  his  own  be- 
lief that  fear  of  atomic  warfare  had 
halted  humanity  on  the  very  brink  ot 
annihilation,  and  that  from  now  on 
mankind  faced  years  of  readjustment 
and  reassessment  without  a  major  con- 
flict They  would  be  years  during  which 
mankind  would  need  to  meet  and  over- 
come other  obstacles  than  war  that 
stood  in  the  way  of  his  inheriting  the 
world  Many  of  the  new  problems 
would  be  created  by  the  sheer  success 
of  the  current  scientific  revolution. 
Nothing  could  be  done  to  halt  and 
little  to  check  those  processes,  for  pol- 
itical propaganda,  commercial  adver- 
tising and  the  making  of  newer,  faster 
better  machines  would  continue  to 
accelerate  the  tempo  of  life.  As  the 
world  contracted  in  space  and  in  time 
its    pressure    on    the  individual  man 


would  become  intense.  "The  problem 
for  humanity  today,"  said  Sir  Hugh, '  is 
how  man  is  to  reassert  his  control  over 
his  environment."  To  be  more  limited 
and  more  precise,  what  could  they 
in  pharmacy  do  to  keep,  or  to  put  back, 
the  individual  pharmacist  in  the  centre 
of  the  pharmaceutical  picture?  That 
was  the  challenge  to  those  present. 
Man-made  complications  in  pharmacy 
were  well  enough  known  to  all  and,  as 
an  example,  in  the  library  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain 
there  were  some  thirty  national  phar- 
macopoeias and  the  International  Phar- 
macopoeia. "  Water,"  says  the  ( inter- 
national pharmacopoeia,  "is  a  '  clear, 
colourless,  odourless,  tasteless  liquid  '. 
The  British  Pharmacopoeia  states 
"  clear,  colourless,  tasteless."  .  .  .  The 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  states 
"  clear,  colourless,  odourless."  "  Has 
not  the  time  come  for  someone  to  ques- 
tion whether  it  is  necessary,  in  those 
thirty  countries  and  more,  for  thirty 
Commissions  and  more  to  meet  year 
in  and  year  out  in  order  to  inform  us 
that  in  Britain  water  is  tasteless  but  not 
odourless  and  in  the  United  States 
odourless  but  not  tasteless?  "  He  be- 
lieved that  much  unnecessary  duplica- 
tion of  effort  at  national  level  could  be 
avoided  if,  for  example,  the  standards 
of  the  International  Pharmacopoeia 
were  adopted  more  readily  by  national 
Commissions,  and  if  a  serious  attempt 
were  made  by  international  agreement 
to  produce  an  international  register  of 
names  for  new  medicaments  which 
would  be  authoritative  in  every  coun- 
try. 

When  considering  the  complications 
created  by  the  increasing  use  of  adver- 
tising and  propaganda  of  all  kinds  in 
relation  to  medicine,  Sir  Hugh  believed 
the  antidote  was  the  scientific  know- 
ledge of  the  physician  and  pharmacist. 
The  modern  role  of  the  pharmacist 
must  be  to  keep  abreast  of  the  new 
wealth  that  poured  from  the  research 
laboratories,  so  that  he  could  offer  to 
the  physician  a  considered  and  well- 
balanced  judgment  upon  the  value  of 
new  medicaments,  and  a  judicial  assess- 
ment of  the  propaganda  of  manufac- 
turers. Such  a  service  could  be  per- 


formed only  by  a  most  competent  phar- 
macist, equipped  with  a  wide  scientific 
knowledge    and    possessing  personal 
qualities    of    judgment    and  integrity 
which  alone  could  give  authority  to  his 
opinions.  Pharmacy  was  both  a  science 
and  a  profession.  As  a  science  it  could 
join  in  the  scientific  revolution  with 
enthusiasm.   As  a  profession   it  must 
regard  that  revolution  with  respectful 
caution.  Replacement  of  the  extempor- 
aneously   prepared    medicine    by  the 
speciality  could  be  visualised,  said  Sir 
Hugh,  as  a  continuation  of  that  trend 
to  the  stage  at  which  the  choice  of 
medicine    after    diagnosis    would  be 
almost     mechanical,    and  dispensing 
would  be  a  purely  automatic  action 
calling  for  little  more  than  the  ability 
to  read  accurately.  No  conception  of 
prescribing    or    dispensing    could  be 
more  wrong  or  charged  with  greater 
danger  to  the  fundamental  ideals  for 
the  care  of  sick  persons.  The  patient 
was  a  human  being  and  not  a  piece  of 
biochemical  apparatus.  His  needs  were 
not  to  be  satisfied  solely  by  mechani- 
cal means.  Most  clients  entering  the 
pharmacy  for  medicine  were  in  some 
degree  in  distress,  and  required  that  in- 
definable sympathy  that  could  only  be 
offered  by  an  individual  whose  con- 
ception of  his  duty  extended  far  be- 
yond the  mechanical  handing  over  of 
a  package.  Ministries  of  Health,  muni- 
cipalities,  sickness   insurance  societies 
and  all  who  were  responsible  for  the 
organisation  of  the  services  for  the  sick 
must  ensure  that  humanity  and  person- 
ality were  not  sacrificed  to  economy  or 
superficial  efficiency  anywhere  in  the 
service.  The  pharmacist  had  the  respon- 
sibility and  the  duty  sometimes  to  say 
no,  whether  to  a  physician  if  the  needs 
of  the  patients  seemed  to  demand  it; 
to  a  client  in  his  own  best  interest;  to 
sickness  insurance  societies;  or  even  to 
a  Ministry  of  Health.  More  often  he 
would  be  aiding  and  advising  the  phy- 
sician, the  client  and  the  society,  but 
the  right  to  say  no  according  to  pro- 
fessional standards  was  a  right  that  be- 
longed to  every   independent  profes- 
sional man  "  because  he  is  independent 
and  because  he  is  a  professional  man, 
indeed  because  he  is  a  man."

"  REFRESHER  "  FILMS  FOR  MEDICAL  MEN 

A  manufacturer's  programme  of  local  showings 

produced  by  Dr.  Norman  P.  Schenker. 


OFFICIALLY  launched  at  a  first  pres- 
entation in- London  on  September  8,  a 
series  of  30-minute  medical  films  pro- 
duced by  Pfizer,  Ltd.,  Folkestone,  are 
being  shown  during  the  coming  months 
to  medical  audiences  at  centres 
throughout  the  country.  Their  purpose 
is  explained  in  a  booklet  issued  by 
Messrs.  Pfizer.

tional festival  awards  for  medical 
films.  In  each  the  field  is  restricted  to 
deal  authoritatively  with  its  material  in 
the  half-hour  of  screening,  leaving 
time  for  discussion.

A  SYMPOSIUM  ON  SEAWEEDS 

Scientists  from  many  countries  foregather  at  Galway 


BOTANISTS  and  chemists  from 
twenty-seven  countries  attended  the 
third  international  seaweed  symposium, 
held  in  Galway,  Ireland.  August  13-19. 
Seventy-one  papers  were  submitted 
under  the  headings  botany,  chemistry 
and  utilisation.  Mr.  R.  D.  Preston. 
F.R.S.  (botany  department,  University 
of  Leeds)  read  the  opening  paper  on 
"  Biophysical  and  Biochemical  Aspects 
of  some  Seaweeds."  He  described 
studies  of  structural  details  of  plants  as 
revealed  by  electron  and  polarisation 
microscopy  and  .v-ray  diffraction 
analysis.  The  acid  degeneration  of  wall 
structures  of  seaweeds,  he  said,  pro- 
vided hydrolytic  products  that  might 
yield  chemical  clues  to  the  reasons  for 
specific  cell-wall  constructions.  The 
microfibrils  of  the  cladophora  showed, 
in  common  with  the  algae,  a  diverse 
content  of  polysaccharides,  but  in  the 
formation  of  skeletal  structures  cel- 
lulase  II  had  been  used  by  halicystis 
and  a  few  other  algae.  Mr.  P.  S.  Dixon 
(Hartley  botannical  laboratories,  Liver- 
pool University)  said  that  war-time  ex- 
igencies had  caused  Britain  to  rely  upon 
species  of  gclidium  and  ptcrocladia  for 
supplies  of  agar.  Studies  instituted  in 
1950.  and  focused  upon  the  morph- 
ology, taxonomy  and  life-history  of  Pt. 
pinnata,  had  shown  that  seasonal  and 
environmental  influences  modified  the 
morphology  of  the  plant.  Specimens 
occurring  in  British  and  Irish  waters 
were  sterile,  a  factor  in  the  commercial 
exploitation  of  the  species.  G.  E.  Fogg 
(botany  department,  University  College. 
London)  gave  information  about  the 
mass  culture  of  microscopic  marine 
algae.  Mass  culture  experiments  had 
been  made  using  a  number  of  varieties. 


and  the  produce  from  such  algal 
"  farming "  was  a  possible  source  of 
feeding-stuffs.  However,  an  ideally  suit- 
able organism  required  a  high-growth 
constant,  high  yield,  simple  life  cycle* 
resistance  and  ease  in  harvesting,  and 
none  of  the  algae  so  far  investigated 
possessed  those  attributes.  Mr.  C.  C. 
Burt  (department  of  surgery,  Edin- 
burgh University)  provided  data  upon 
the  seaweed  derived  anticoagulant  lami- 
narin  sulphate.  Though  its  toxic  dose 
was  almost  100  its  therapeutic  dose,  its 
use  involved  an  anaphylactoid  hazard. 
Laminarin  sulphate  had  a  longer  action 
than  heparin,  but  only  one-third  its 
anticoagulant  potency.  Mr.  Giorgio 
Rossitto  (University  of  Milan,  Italy) 
gave  information  about  pharmacologi- 
cal and  clinical  investigations  carried 
out  on  an  injectable,  colloidal  suspen- 
sion of  seaweed  active  principles. 
Known  as  algasoI-T331,  the  prepara- 
tion, which  had  been  officially  approved 
and  registered  in  Italy,  contained  mono- 
saccharides, polysaccharides,  cyanoco- 
balamin,  iodine,  sulphur  and  trace  ele- 
ments. It  had  proved,  he  said,  to  have 
an  inhibition  value  against  experimental 
tumours  and  to  be  non-toxic. 

Mr.  Bjorn  Larsen  (Norwegian  Sea- 
weed Research  Institute)  said  that  the 
Institute  had  anlysed  monthly  for  six 
years  the  nicotinic-acid  and  nicotina- 
mide contents  of  the  brown  algas 
Laninaria  hyperborea,  L.  digitata  and 
Aseophyllum  nodosum.  In  the  spring 
the  maximum  yield  from  those  plants 
amounted  to  35  /igm.  per  gm.  of  dried 
seaweed.  The  autumn  yield  fell  to  15 
/igm.  Investigations  on  L.  digita  along 
the  Norwegian  coast  had  demonstrated 
that  latitude  influenced  content. 
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Clinical  Evaluation  of  Drugs 

Factors  influencing  the  clinical  evaluation  of  drugs 
have  been  examined  by  Modell  and  Houde  {Journal 
American  Medical  Association,  August  13,  1958,  p. 
2190).  The  authors  point  out  that  the  spate  of  new 
drugs,  amounting  in  the  United  States  to  550  new  pre- 
parations each  year,  makes  available  to  the  medical 
profession  many  products  that  have  been  inadequately 
evaluated.  Undesirable  effects  may  arise  in  conse- 
quence and  they  have,  in  fact,  been  observed  in  5  per 
cent,  of  1,000  consecutive  admissions  recently  to  a 
major  hospital  in  New  York. 

The  great  faith  placed  in  the  "  double-blind  "  tech- 
nique, under  which  a  patient  is  given  a  drug  in 
ignorance  of  whether  it  is  an  active  compound  or  a 
placebo  by  a  doctor  who  himself  is  ignorant  whether 
the  patient  is  receiving  the  active  or  the  inactive  sub- 
stance, has  led,. they  say,  to  abuse  of  the  method. 

A  test  by  the  authors  upon  simple  aspirin  demon- 
strated that  the  "  double-blind  "  technique  was  capable 
of  producing  a  faulty  evaluation.  The  factors  influencing 
clinical  evaluation  are  listed  as  pharmacodynamic 
action  ;  dosage  ;  choice  of  subject ;  use  of  controls  ; 
collection  of  data ;  sensitivity  of  method ;  placebo 
effects  ;  bias  ;  and  forces  extraneous  to  the  experiment. 
Relatively  simple  is  the  evaluation  of  pharmacodynamic 
action  of  drugs  with  a  potent,  characteristic  and  re- 
producible action,  especially  if  psychic  influence  is 
absent  (example:  a  mercurial  diuretic).  To  assess  sub- 
jective response  is  more  difficult  (as  illustrated  by  the 
influence  of  an  analgesic  upon  pain  or  of  an  active 
hypotensive  drug  upon  a  patient  with  the  wide  varia- 
tions in  blood  pressure  characteristic  of  hypertension). 

Dosage,  if  under-estimated,  may  cause  pharmaco- 
logical action  to  be  destroyed  and,  if  over-estimated, 
may  cause  therapeutic  value  to  be  obscured  by  tox- 
icity. Certain  patients  lend  themselves  to  the  clinical 
investigation  of  particular  drugs  having  a  specific  effect ; 
but  the  choice  is  complicated  by  the  intention  to  make 
an  investigation  specific  and  by  limited  knowledge  of 
the  pharmacological  classification  of  the  drug  used. 

In  the  use  of  controls  the  classic  ideal  is  to  use 
separate  groups  for  control  and  treatment,  but  the 
method  suffers  from  the  disadvantage  that  statistically 
recognised  variations  demand  large  numbers  of  subjects 
in  the  group  ;  even  to  segregate  the  large  numbers  of 
patients  called  for  may  introduce  a  variable  factor.  An 
acceptable  alternative  is  to  administer  serially  to  each 
patient  (a)  the  drug  under  test  and  (b)  the  placebo,  in 
which  case  the  patient  serves  as  his  own  control.  With 


a  progressive  disease  the  method  is  not  advised,  as  it 
would  involve  comparisons  at  different  stages  of  the 
disease.  Little  difficulty  arises  in  the  collection  of 
accurate  data  if  objective  measurement  is  used  as  a 
basis  of  determining  differences,  but  communication  of 
patients'  subjective  reactions  involves  considerable 
difficulty. 

A  procedure  approved  by  the  authors  is  to  get  the 
patient  to  record  on  a  card,  at  the  earliest  convenient 
opportunity,  his  reaction  to  the  dose  he  has  had.  Any 
scale  of  sensitivity,  they  say,  ought  to  indicate  the 
ability  of  the  method  to  reveal  the  action  of  the 
drug  and  to  show  increases  in  effect.  "  Placebo  "  re- 
actions may  arise  from  the  psychosomatic  symptoms 
sometimes  induced  in  a  patient  who  puts  his  own  in- 
terpretations on  the  physician's  opinions.  Bias  may  be 
introduced  either  by  the  patient  or  by  the  doctor.  In 
his  desire  to  get  better,  the  patient  may  provide  symp- 
tomatic good  results.  The  doctor  on  his  side  must  be 
careful  not  to  indicate  to  the  patient  his  own  know- 
ledge of  the  medicament,  thereby  introducing  a  new 
factor  of  variability.  Forces  extraneous  to  the  experi- 
ment are  brought  in  by  physical,  psychic  and  functional 
influences  on  the  patient.  Thus  while  hospital  condi- 
tions are  capable  of  providing  a  certain  norm,  at  home 
that  norm  may  be  upset  by  such  factors  as  family 
quarrels. 

The  authors  consider  that  placebo  and  "double-blind" 
controls  continue  essential.  There  are  no  standard 
methods  applicable  to  all  drugs,  but  certain  basic 
principles,  essential  controls  and  established  procedures 
exist  as  guides  in  any  investigation. 

News  Value 

The  Manchester  Guardian  has  been  anticipating  a 
winter  of  coughs  and  colds  with  a  description  by  its 
"  industrial  staff "  of  how  pharmacists  and  pharma- 
ceutical manufacturers  prepare  for  their  customers' 
winter  needs.  The  British  public  is  predicted  by  that 
journalistic  team  as  being  about  to  drink  "  half-a-dozen 
big  municipal  swimming  baths  "  of  liquid  cough  and 
cold  remedies,  and  to  consume  aspirin  and  codeine  tab- 
lets by  the  thousand  million. 

The  picture,  while  it  does  not  present  the  pharmacist 
in  any  ideal  light,  does  deal  with  realities.  It  is  a 
refreshing  change  after  recent  encounters  to  read  (and 
so  entertainingly  presented)  an  array  of  facts  about  the 
pharmacists'  winter  task  (or  part  of  it).  Moreover  the 
comment  made  is  fair.  "  The  industry,"  explains  the 
article,  "  while  naturally  seeking  to  make  a  profit  like 
any  other  business,  is  fully  aware  of  its  responsibilities 
and  obligations  to  the  public,  and  regards  the  duty  of 
meeting  these  as  a  question  of  ethics."  The  example  is 
cited  of  the  insulin  manufacturers,  who  ensure  supplies 
by  buying  animal  glands  for  deep-freeze  storage  per- 
haps as  much  as  a  year  before  the  glands  are  likely  to 
be  processed.  Preparations  for  the  1958-59  winter,  the 
story  goes  on  to  point  out,  included  opium  ordered 
from  India  and  honey  bought  from  Australia  early  in 
1957.  For  once  the  work  of  the  pharmacist  and  his 
supporting  industry  is  presented  in  positive  and  con- 
structive terms  and  the  service  the  chemist  provides  is 
acknowledged. 

Reputedly  the  outsider  sees  most  of  the  game,  but 
the  complexities  of  the  pharmaceutical  industry  seem 
previously   to   have   deterred   most   journalists  from 
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attempting  to  describe  in  unemotional  terms  the  day-to- 
day work  of  the  retail  pharmacist  (perhaps  teamwork 
was  the  need) :  more  usually  the  line  of  all-too-easy  criti- 
cism has  been  taken.  Yet  if  the  pharmacist  had  been 
motivated  solely  by  the  profit  motive,  many  National 
Health  Service  patients  might  have  experienced  far 
greater  difficulty  in  getting  some  of  the  items  prescribed 
for  them  by  their  doctors.  A  case  in  point  is  the  pro- 
longed refusal  (since  corrected)  of  the  Ministry  to  pay 
for  the  delivery  of  oxygen  cylinders.  Other  examples 
could  be  quoted. 


Informed  comments  in  the  daily  Press  are  as  welcome 
as  they  have  been  rare,  and  we  were  beginning  to 
despair  that  the  pharmacist  would  ever  get  fair  treat- 
ment in  the  daily  news  columns.  What  the  Manchester 
Guardian's  industrial  staff  has  written  may  do  more  to 
improve  pharmacists'  "  public  relations  "  than  anything 
they  can  do  for  themselves,  even  had  their  protests 
against  ill-informed  attacks  been  given  as  much  publi- 
city as  the  original  criticisms.  We  hope  the  large- 
circulation  dailies  will  also  see  that  there  are  other  good 
"  straight  "  stories  to  be  picked  up  in  pharmacy. 


Onward  from  Galen 

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 


A  century  has  passed  since  Henry  Gray,  son  of  a  court 
messenger,  born  in  1827,  published  his  classic  Gray's  Anat- 
omy. Gray  showed  at  an  early  stage  a  capacity  for  pains- 
taking industry.  It  won  him  in  1848  a  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  prize.  The  inspiration  to  produce  the  encyclopaedic 
work  that  has  immortalised  his  name  probably  sprang  from 
duties  as  a  demonstrator  and  lecturer  in  anatomy  at  St. 
George's  Hospital,  London.  The  first  volume  comprised  750 
pages,  illustrations  occupying  363  of  them.  To  the  illustra- 
tions are  attributed  the  excellent  reception  the  book  had 
from  the  start.  A  second  edition  was  published  in  1860 
with  revisions  and  corrections  by  Gray  and  a  further 
thirty-two  illustrations.  In  1861  Gray  contracted  smallpox 
and  died,  but  his  book  ran  into  thirty-two  editions.

Judging  by  the  patient's 
pain-stricken  face  that  seems  scarcely  surprising.  Just  what 
the  monkey  has  to  do  with  the  trade  is  not  clear.  Was  it 
an  early  form  of  advertising  ? 


The  pace  at  which  standards  of  ethics  in  a  profession 
should  be  raised  is  always  a  controversial  matter,  but  over 
a  period  the  advances  become  sharply  apparent,  striking 
even  outsiders  to  the  profession.  Mr.  Edward  Gurr. 
F.R.I.C.,  F.R.M.S.,  M.I. Biol.,  recently  came  into  possession 
of  some  old  medical  books  including  the  Medical  Direc- 
tory of  1903,  and  was  at  once  struck  by  the  much  lower 
standards  reflected  in  the  advertisements  of  those  days. 

The  changes  are  almost  as  great  in  the  products  adver- 
tised as  in  the  wording  of  the  advertisements.  They  inclu- 
ded horse  blankets,  beer,  money  loans,  cycle  saddles  that 
do  not  cause  irritation  to  the  "  bottom  of  the  spine,"  homes 
for  inebriety  (a  prevalent  condition  to  judge  by  the  number 
of  advertisers  in  the  field)  for  "  ladies  and  gentlemen  of 
the  upper  class,"  homes  for  nervous  ladies,  homes  for  ner- 
vous and  inebriate  churchwomen,  flannel  nightshirts,  under- 
clothing, and  bedsteads  from  which  "  germs  can  be  re- 
moved with  a  duster." 

A  few  extracts  taken  at  random  are  worth  quoting:  — 
NUTRITIOUS  STOUT  in  cask  at  the  rate  of  12s.  6d.  per 
nine  gallons.  In  bottle,  3s.  per  doz.  imperial  pints.  Bottle 
charged  2s.  6d.  per  dozen,  and  allowed  at  the  same  rate  if 
returned;  but  they  must  be  paid  for  with  the  Beer.  Alcohol 
content,  as  absolute  alcohol  5-16  per  cent,  [that  is  about  15 
per  cent,  proof  spirit,  as  compared  with  the  1958  strength 
of  about  3-5  per  cent,  proof].  Dr.  M.  writes: — "I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  this  is  an  article  that  may  conscientiously 
receive  a  commendary  notice  in  the  medical  Press.  It  is,  in 
fact,  a  return  to  the  good  old-fashioned  light  brown  stout 
made  from  malted  grain  and  hops,  and  not  from  artificial 
brewing  materials  now  so  extensively  used.  It  is  at  once 
stimulating  and  nourishing,  and  ought.  I  consider,  to  find 
great  favour  with  medical  men  desiring  a  reliable  article  for 
the  patients."  The  Medical  Times  writes: — "  Waltham's 
S.N.  stout  would  appear  to  answer  every  requirement."

Electric  torches 
("  No  doctor  should  be  without  them ")  were  offered  at 
15s.  each.  Will  the  medical  Press  of  today  seem  equally 
unreal  half  a  century  ahead? 


FIGURES  IN  THE  PHARMACEUTICAL  WORLD 


65.    DR.  G.  E.  FOSTER 


ANY  chairman  of  an  annual  meeting 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference is  a  figure  of  unquestioned  im- 
portance in  the  pharmaceutical  world, 
but  Dr.  G.  E.  Foster  is  not  in  fact  a 
pharmacist.  Indeed  in  his  early  gradu- 
ate days,  he  has  confessed,  he  took  a 
rather  dim  view  of  people  who 
appeared  to  appropriate  the  title  of 
"  chemist  "  for  a  function  that  was  not 
the  practice  of  chemistry  in  any  strict 
scientific  sense. 

That  early  aloofness  will  not  be  held 
against  him  now  he  has  become  one  of 
the  most  popular  and  welcome  "  regu- 
lars "  at  the  Conference  science  ses- 
sions, whether  as  author,  commentator 
or  critic.  His  contributions  to  the  pro- 
ceedings have  been  characterised  by  in- 
variable good  humour,  modesty  and 
wit,  and  as  chairman  he  will  have  the 
knack,  common  to  all  good  chairmen, 
of  stimulating  discussion  without 
arousing  acrimony. 

Dr.  Foster  has  the  unusual  distinc- 
tion of  having  had  two  careers  with  a 
single  employer.  The  field  in  which  he 
pursued  his  studies  at  King's  College. 
London — where  he  took  his  B.Sc.  in 
1924  and  his  Ph.D.  in  1927— was 
chemical  research,  and  when  he  joined 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  in  1927  it 
was  at  the  company's  technical  re- 
search laboratories  at  Dartford.  He 
there  worked  closely  with  Dr.  Sydney 
Smith,  the  discoverer  of  digoxin.  He 
remained  in  the  research  laboratories 
for  thirteen  years,  working  mainly  on 
alkaloids,  glycosides,  hormones  and 
vitamins.  In  1940.  at  a  time  of  crisis 
for  the  company  on  its  scientific  side, 
he  was  persuaded  to  transfer  from  re- 
search to  the  very  different  work  of 
analytical  control,  a  possibly  less 
glamorous,  more  humdrum  function  in 
which  he  had  had  little  experience. 
Nevertheless  he  went  into  it  with  en- 
thusiasm and  thoroughness  and  it  has 
provided  him  with  his  second  career, 
no  less  distinguished  than  the  first. 
What  is  more  important  for  pharma- 
cists is  that  it  has  also  led  to  his 
intimate  association  with  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

In  January  1942  Dr.  Foster  became 
the  company's  chief  analyst,  and  under 
his  guidance  the  laboratories  have 
greatly  expanded,  taking  over  from 
Beckenham  the  work  of  biological 
assay  and  adding  that  to  the  chemical 
assay  work  already  done  in  the  depart- 
ment. In  addition  the  laboratories 
undertake  a  certain  amount  of  work 
for  the  company's  overseas  houses  and 
on  standardisation  of  packaging  mater- 
ials for  the  company's  products.  Total 
staff  of  the  department  is  about  140. 

Dr.  Foster's  membership  of  the  Con- 
ference Executive  dates  from  the  Not- 
tingham meeting  of  1952.  He  was  re- 
elected in  i 95 5  and  has  been  continu- 
ously in  membership  ever  since.  He 
also  serves  on  five  committees  of  the 


British  Pharmacopoeia  and  two  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex;  on  the 
chemical  committee  of  the  British 
Veterinary  Codex;  and  on  a  number  of 
committees  of  the  British  Standards 
Institution.  He  has  been  on  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  fine  chemicals 
group  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  In- 
dustry, and  is  on  the  editorial  board  of 
the  Journal  of  Pharmacy  and  Pharma- 
cology. In  fact  he  has  been  drawn  ever 
more  closely  into  the  world  of  phar- 
macy, and  one  result  has  been,  as  has 
been  well  demonstrated  at  Conference 
meetings,  that  he  now  takes  a  tolerant 
and  even  approving  view  of  some 
members  at  least  of  the  genus  pharma- 
ceutical chemist. 

That  he  will  remain  a  staunch  and 
resourceful  colleague  will  not  be 
doubted  by  anybody  who  knows  some- 
thing of  his  past  prowess  in  another 
field  of  activity.  At  King's  College  he 
was  secretary,  then  president,  of  the 
athletic  club  and  later  for  ten  years 


secretary  of  the  Dartford  Harriers. 
After- being  himself  a  miler  and  cross- 
country runner  he  continued  to  serve 
amateur  athletics  administratively,  or- 
ganising, for  example,  cross-country 
championships  as  a  member  of  execu- 
tive of  the  South  of  the  Thames  Cross- 
country Association.  His  present  sport- 
ing and  recreational  pursuits  are  swim- 
ming and  chess. 

Dr.  Foster's  ties  with  the  world  of 
chemistry,  pharmacy  and  medicine 
may  be  said  now  to  have  "  cross  link- 
ages," for  his  eldest  son  is  the  holder 
of  a  Royal  Scholarship  at  the  Imperial 
College  of  Science  (where  he  is  study- 
ing chemistry)  and  a  daughter  is  on 
the  nursing  staff  of  University  College 
Hospital,  London.  Both  are  likely  to 
be  present  at  Llandudno,  as  interested 
but  no  doubt  critical  observers  of  their 
father's  conduct  as  Conference  chair- 
man. They  will  be  able  to  register 
some  of  the  warmth  of  friendship  that 
is  felt  for  him  in  Conference  circles.

AN  UNSCRIPTED  COMMENTARY  ON  THE 
SPECIAL  PROBLEMS  OF  THE  PHARMACIST 
IN  RETAIL  PRACTICE

THERE  is  an  old  Scottish  proverb :  "  He  that  is  evil 
deemed  is  half  hanged."  "  Evil  deemed  "'  is  how  most 
of  us  felt  when  the  full  wireless  and  Press  treatment 
was  given  to  the  "  Chemists'  Hidden  Profit  "  story  extracted 
from  the  recent  insufficiently  informed  Public  Accounts 
Committee  report.  Ingenuously  I  thought  "Not  to  worry! 
With  its  close  television  contacts  the  N.P.U.  will  be  arrang- 
ing an  interview  with  I.T.V.  to  put  the  facts  into  their 
proper  perspective,  and  beyond  that  surely  we  have  a 
public  relations  department  at  Bloomsbury  Square  which 
will  be  influential  enough  to  figure  in  a  '  Tonight '  B.B.C. 
television  interview."  But  no — after  the  first  week  had  passed 
it  became  clear  that  Messrs.  Noble  and  Linstead  had  suc- 
ceeded in  no  more  than  the  publication  of  rather  long 
and  heavy  letters  in  the  not-so-popular  Press  which  have 
not  penetrated  to  the  millions  who,  one  senses,  are  now 
looking  at  one  across  the  counter  with  a  suspicious  eye. 
It  is  no  use  to  make  excuses  for  the  lamentable  failure  by 
those  paid  for  the  job  of  focusing  the  public  mind  on  the 
facts  from  the  chemist's  viewpoint.  The  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  must,  without  further  delay, 
and  with  great  determination  concern  themselves  to  ensure 
that  false  impressions  widely  disseminated  shall  be  promptly 
corrected  and  just  as  widely.  Our  annual  subscriptions  go 
on  rising  and  the  higher  the  price  goes  the  remoter,  rarer 
and  less  effectual  seems  to  become  the  atmosphere  of  the 
Squares.  Across  our  counters  we  have  felt  the  public  reac- 
tion to  the  story.  Yes,  we  are  half-hanged  all  right! 

Tariff  Prices 

If  this  vexed  question  of  Tariff  prices  is  broken  down  to 
first  principles,  one  sees  that  the  National  Health  Service 
buys  drugs  at  the  consumer /retail  level,  and  in  pennyworths 
calculated  to  the  hundredth  part  of  a  penny.  If  it  buys 
enough  pennyworths  to  warrant  the  retailer's  purchasing  a 
wholesale  discount  quantity  of  any  one  drug,  that  should 
not,  in  justice,  be  held  to  his  disadvantage,  because  the 
cost  of  breaking  the  quantity  down  into  one  pennyworth 
is  just  the  same  whatever  the  quantity  purchased.  The 
matter  is  seen  to  be  simply  one  of  the  use  or  not  of  capital 
which  itself  has  to  be  paid  for,  and  should  therefore  be 
at  the  free  option  of  the  chemist.  Because  an  individual 
(or  a  company)  owns  several  pharmacies  and  perhaps  also 
carries  out  some  wholesale  or  manufacturing  processes  as 
well,  the  Government  cannot  justly  argue  that  he  should 
be  deprived  of  the  proper  manufacturing  and  wholesale 
profits. 

It  must  never  be  forgotten  that  Drug  Tariff  prices  are 
a  negotiated  part  of  the  chemist's  contract;  I  have  always 
understood  that  they  are  based  on  a  well-known  manufac- 
turer's trade  list.  If  that  basis  is  altered,  and  contractors  are 
required  to  buy  certain  drugs  in  compulsory  basic  packs, 
then  there  must  be  repercussions  on  the  other  parts  of  the 
contract.  The  knife-edge  upon  which  our  contracts  are 
balanced  can  be  appreciated  by  the  public  when  we  tell 
them  that  the  Government  has  recently  recognised  the  in- 
crease in  cost  of  containers  by  raising  it  by  0  07  pence  per 
item.  When  the  results  of  the  current  cost  of  dispensing 
inquiry  are  determined,  if  the  cost  per  item  is  found  to 


decrease  with  increasing  numbers  of  items,  it  may  be  hard 
to  resist  the  suggestion  that  pharmacies  dispensing  say,  over 
2.000  items  per  month  should  bear  a  graded  discount  on 
the  dispensing  fee  ingredient  of  their  remuneration.  But  I 
am  certain  that  we  must  make  it  very  clear  to  all  that  the 
Government  has  no  case  at  all  if  it  should  try  to  filch 
from  contractors  any  wholesale  oi  manufacturing  discounts 
they  may  be  fairly  entitled  to  in  return  for  wholesale  or 
manufacturing  transactions  or  processes  they  carry  out. 
The  medical  profession  has  a  loud  voice  in  the  doctors' 
defence,  and  has  consequently  no  difficulty  in  holding  pub- 
lic confidence.  Let  our  leaders,  both  N.P.U.  and  P.S.G.B., 
emulate  the  British  Medical  Association.  Let  them  make 
plain  and  simple  statements  that  will  reach  the  readers  of 
the  popular  Press  and  be  understood.  It  is  their  duty  to 
find  out  the  way  to  do  this,  though  I  find  it  hard  not  to 
suppose  that  the  striped-trouser  mentality  will  go  on  failing 
us  at  times  of  crisis  or  emergency. 

Pharmaceutics  I,  II  and  III 

The  syllabuses  for  the  three-year  course  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemist  Qualifying  examination  make  impressive 
reading.  Our  interest,  of  course,  focuses  on  Part  III,  to  be 
taken  at  the  end  of  the  much  discussed  third  year.  I  note 
that  the  practical  Pharmaceutics  II  exam  will  include  "  the 
handling  and  dispensing  of  preparations  packed  by  phar- 
maceutical manufacturers,  and  the  completion  of  the  appro- 
priate records."  I  hope  that  means  that  at  last  there  will  be 
taught  a  standard  approach  to  the  presentation  of  proprie- 
tary medicines  for  use  by  a  patient.  I  have  always  favoured 
as  complete  a  removal  as  is  possible  of  makers'  advertising 
material  and  identity  clues.  If  such  dispensing  drill  is  taught 
and  carried  out,  manufacturers  will  presently  react  by 
ceasing  to  envelop  their  packs  with  useless  details  of  in- 
formation. The  regular  charging  of  a  dispensing  fee  for 
"  private  "  dispensing  of  proprietary  medicines  should  also 
return  to  common  practice.  Practical  record  making  in  the 
dispensing  examination  is,  I  think,  a  development  that 
is  to  be  applauded.  The  prescription  book  and  the  poisons 
and  Dangerous  Drugs  registers  have  been  strange  territory 
to  far  too  many  freshly  qualified  pharmacists  in  the  past. 
The  new  subject  "  Pharmaceutics  III "  will  no  doubt  be 
the  subject  of  much  controversy.  Its  details  are  couched  in 
such  wide  terms  that  most  of  us  will  still  be  guessing  about 
until  the  first  examination  papers. are  published. 

I  quote :  "  The  development,  administration  and  organi- 
sation of  the  general  practice  of  pharmacy,  the  hospital 
service  and  the  pharmaceutical  industry  .  .  .  professional 
conduct,  relationships  and  liabilities."  Yes,  our  old  friends 
posology  and  prescription  reading  have  been  joined  to  the 
other  favourite,  forensic  pharmacy,  and  surrounded  by 
practically  every  technical  and  professional  detail  that  can 
be  imagined.  The  third  year  will  certainly  be  full  of  interest 
and  useful  teaching,  much  of  it  of  a  controversial  nature,  so 
I  am  glad  there  will  be  an  oral  session  as  well  as  a  written 
paper.  The  personal  contact  with  all  the  candidates,  pro- 
perly handled,  can  have  great  value  for  the  profession. 
But  I  cannot  understand  why  part  of  the  study  of  surgical 
dressings  comes  into  Pharmaceutics  III.  Surely  pharma- 
cognosy I  could  cope  with  the  whole  "  dressings  story." 
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A  LITTLE  BIT  OF

i  IMES  have  changed  since  Robert  Chambers  wrote, 
in  his  "  Traditions  of  Edinburgh  "  : 

In  a  central  part  of  old  Edinburgh — the  very  Little 
Britain  of  our  city — is  a  curious,  angular,  whimsical-looking 
street,  of  great  steepness  and  narrowness,  called  the  West 
Bow.  Serving  as  a  connection  between  the  Grassmarket  and 
Lawnmarket,  between  th§  Low  and  the  High  Town,  it  is  of 
considerable  fame  in  our  city  annals  as  a  passage  for  the 
entry  of  sovereigns,  and  the  scene  of  the  quaint  ceremonials 
used  on  those  occasions.  In  more  modern  times,  it  has 
chiefly  been  more  notable  in  the  recollections  of  country 
people  as  a  nest  of  the  peculiarly  noisy  tradesmen,  the 
white-iron  smiths. 
Dr.  Chambers  went  on  to  say  that  there  was  scarcely 
a  shop  in  that  street  occupied  by  other  tradesmen;  and 
while  it  might  be  supposed  that  the  noise  of  so  many 
hammermen,  pent  up  in  a  narrow  thoroughfare,  would  be 
extremely  annoying  to  the  neighbourhood,  the  people  who 
lived  there  became  so  accustomed  to  the  noise  that  they 
experienced  inconvenience  from  its  cessation.  Sunday  morn- 
ing, instead  of  favouring  repose,  made  them  restless !  Times 
have  changed,  and  today  only  two  descendants  of  that 
noisy  fraternity — "  the  tinkler-billies  o'  the  Bow  " — survive, 
one  in  the  street  itself,  and  the  other  in  the  Grassmarket. 

A  few  months  ago  Mr.  W.  M.  Reid,  tinsmith,  Grass- 
market,  received  an  order  which  had  found  its  way  to 
Edinburgh  from  Wales.  It  was  an  order  which  called  for 
individuality  and  the  inherited  craftsmanship  of  many  gen- 
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erations  of  white-iron  smiths.  It  was  also  an  order  which 
no  one  in  Wales  could  be  found  to  execute.  The  article 
required  was  a  large  mortar  and  pestle — traditional  sign 
of  the  chemist  and  druggist  in  Scotland  but  less  well  known 
in  the  Principality.  The  order  was  something  of  a  challenge, 
for  though  the  city  of  Edinburgh  has  innumerable  examples 
of  such  signs,  it  must  be  many  years  since  one  was  made. 
Mr.  Reid,  in  consultation  with  a  local  pharmacist,  decided 
to  take  as  a  rough  model  the  mortar  and  pestle  sign  that 
adorns  the  entrance  to  the  pharmacy  department  of  the 
Heriot-Watt  College,  a  mortar  that  previously  hung  outside 
Scotland's  oldest  pharmacy  in  the  Lawnmarket  (it  closed 
in  1955  after  a  service  dating  back  to  1700,  see  C.  ct  D., 
January  25,  1958,  p.  81). 

Challenge  Accepted 

Unfortunately,  before  actual  work  could  be  commenced, 
Mr.  Reid  died,  and  the  work  passed  to  his  assistant,  Mr. 
Leslie  Prentice,  who  accepted  the  challenge  and  completed 
the  mortar  seen  in  the  illustrations.  The  photograph  taken 
at  the  bench  before  the  final  assembling  of  the  parts  gives 
some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  secundum  artem.  The  finished 
product,  gilded  and  in  position  over  the  pharmacy  in  Wales, 
looks  most  handsome,  and  will  make  H.  V.  Morton,  if  he 
wanders  in  Wales  again,  rub  his  eyes,  for  he  once  wrote 
that  two  things  he  saw  convinced  him  he  was  in  Scotland; 
the  first,  that  a  butcher  was  called  a  flesher,  and  the  second, 
that  the  chemists'  shops  had  enormous  mortars  and  pestles 
outside  their  premises. 

Mr.  Stanley  Morgan,  M.P.S.,  33  Broad  Street,  Welshpool, 
for  whom  the  sign  was  made,  was  assisted  in  his  search 
by  Mr.  Nicholas  Herdman.  M.P.S.  (sales  director  of  Duncan, 
Flockhart  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Edinburgh),  who  knew  of  the  "  tink- 
ler billie "  in  the  Grassmarket.  Mr.  Morgan's  pharmacy, 
now  with  the  added  distinction  of  the  gilded  sign,  is  the 
oldest  and  only  privately  owned  pharmaceutical  business 
in  Welshpool.

Proceedings  of  the  First  Advanced  Purchasing  Course  (for

The  booklet  reproduces  the  text  of  the  lectures  given  by 
Professor  Howard  T.  Lewis  (graduate  school  of  business 
administration,  Harvard  University)  at  an  advanced  purchas- 
ing course  conducted  by  the  Purchasing  Officers'  Association 
at  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  in  April  1958.  Professor  Lewis 
deals  with  the  increasing  importance  of  purchasing  as  a 
management  function  in  an  age  of  automation,  computors, 
and  operations  research,  and  with  the  latest  American  tech- 
niques applied  to  forward  buying,  vendor  relations,  and 
related  topics.  Short  papers  on  each  of  those  subjects  by 
British  authorities  are  also  included,  with  comments  on  the 
lecturers'  points  and  replies.

Although  the  seventh  volume  in  a  series  of  eleven  of  . 
which  the  previous  six  have  not  been  reviewed  in  these 
columns,  this  volume  is,  as  its  preface  explains,  "  offered 
individually  "  as  a  vade  mecum  for  the  advanced  worker. 
It  covers  the  elements  and  compounds  of  group  IV  A  (car- 
bon, silicon,  germanium,  tin  and  lead),  and  in  a  second 
part,  the  metallic  borides,  carbides,  silicides  and  related 
compounds.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  chemical  properties 
and  relationships  of  the  members  of  the  group  and  their 
interpretation  in  terms  of  atomic  and  molecular  structure, 
deductions  from  the  periodic  classification,  and  ideas  relat- 
ing to  electrolytes.  The  occurrence  and  preparation  of  the 
elements  and  compounds,  and  their  uses  and  physiological 
action  are  other  aspects  dealt  with.  Physical  constants  are 
presented  in  tables.  Some  of  the  diagrams  illustrating  cell 
structure  are  most  illuminating. 


Point-of-Sale  Symposium 

Leon  Goodman  Displays,  Ltd.,  119  Whitfield  Street 
London,  W.l.  10|  X  7f  in.  Pp.  120  +  19  pp.  of  pic- 
tures. Second  edition.  27s.  6d. 

First  published  in  May  of  this  year,  this  "  symposium  I 
assembles  the  views  of  fifty-seven  prominent  business 
leaders  of  Britain  and  overseas  on  the  subject  of  promoting 
sales  by  display.  The  new  edition  textually  is  little  different 
from  the  original,  its  main  changes  being  in  the  binding 
and  design  of  cover.  The  book  is  claimed  to  be  the  only 
contribution  of  its  kind  in  a  business  field  that  accounts 
for  an  expenditure  of  £34  millions  annually.  Within  its 
pages  are  a  diversity  of  views  and  beliefs  on  the  heed  for 
and  the  value  of  display  in  all  its  aspects. 

SHOPFITTING  QUERY 

The  window  frame  and  pilasters  of  my  shop  front, 
which  are  of  wood,  are  full  of  rot.  Above  the  blind 
there  is  a  crack  in  the  rough-cast.  How  much  wet  has 
seeped  in  here  over  the  years  I  have  no  idea,  but  I 
hope  the  wooden  supports  running  behind  the  facia 
have  not  been  affected.  In  any  case  I  would  like  to  do 
something  about  the  shopfront  and  I  should  be  grateful 
if  you  could  give  me  a  sketch  for  an  inexpensive 
new  one. 

It  would  appear  that  the  majority  of  timber  in  the  shop- 
front  requires  renewing,  but,  as  you  say,  it  is  not  possible 
to  assess  the  damage  by  water,  if  any,  to  the  timbers  behind 
the  facia :  that  can  only  be  determined  when  the  old  facia 
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ELEVATION 
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Feet 

is  taken  down.  The  front  we  are  suggesting  has  been  de- 
signed so  as  to  utilise,  if  possible,  the  existing  glass  without 
cutting  it  down.  To  overcome  the  difference  in  levels  between 
the  shop  floor  and  that  of  the  street,  the  lobby  floor  has 
been  left  sloping,  and  the  side  window  has  been  set  at  right 
angles  to  the  street.  A  glass  panel  set  in  line  with  the  door, 
so  as  to  join  up  with  the  side  window,  gives  an  uninter- 
rupted view  from  the  street  into  the  shop.  A  blind  that  pulls 
out  horizontally  is  set  beneath  the  hardwood-strip  facia.  It 
must,  however,  be  ascertained  if  the  height  of  the  blind 
meets  local  by-law  requirements,  otherwise  the  blind  will 
have  to  be  placed  above  the  facia.  The  wood  framing  of  the 
window  and  pilasters  is  carried  out  in  matching  wood.  The 
stall  risers  are  of  either  toughened  black  glass  or  Vitrolite. 
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ANY  BUSINESS  QUESTIONS  ? 


We  have  opened  a  branch  pharmacy  in  the  same 
locality,  and  under  the  same  name,  as  our  main  shop, 
and  have  been  given  to  understand  that  the  branch 
may  be  treated,  for  tax  purposes,  as  an  entirely  new 
business,  involving  us  in  additional  assessments.  Would 
that  be  so? 

The  question  to  be  considered  is  whether,  in  fact,  a  new 
business  has  been  set  up  or  whether  the  branch  is  a  mere 
development  in  connection  with  the  already  existing  busi- 
ness. In  the  circumstances  to  which  you  have  referred,  it 
would  appear  to  me  that  the  new  branch  is  an  expansion 
only,  and  the  additional  assessments  arising  in  connection 
with  the  commencement  of  a  new  business  would  not  apply. 

At  the  time  of  making  my  last  income-tax  return,  my 
son  was  still  at  school  and  had  no  income  in  his  own 
right.  Since  I  sent  off  the  return  he  has  left  school,  and 
his  rate  of  earnings  clearly  gives  him  a  yearly  income 
greater  than  is  allowed  for  me  to  obtain  the  child  allow- 
ance for  him.  What  procedure  do  I  adopt? 
There  is  no  necessity  to  withdraw  the  claim  until  such  time 
as  the  total  income  does  in  fact  exceed  the  exemption  limit. 
In  practice,  it  would  be  found  that,  as  the  next  tax  return 
would  not  include  the  claim  for  child  allowance,  the  tax 
office  would  probably,  if  the  position  had  not  already  been 
cleared  up,  write  to  you  and  ask  for  details  of  the  previous 
years  income  of  the  child  claimed  for. 

/  have  been  left  a  specific  sum  of  money  under  a  will. 
Would  it  be  possible  to  take  up  securities  which  belong 
to  the  estate  to  the  value  of  that  sum  and  save  stamp 
duty  upon  them? 
A  specific  legacy  of  a  security  could  be  transferred  to  the 
legatee  on  a  nominal  stamp  duty  of  10s.  That  specified  pro- 
perty passes  to  the  legatee  under  the  will  and  the  legatee 
is  entitled  to  claim  it  in  the  form  as  bequeathed.  If  the 
legacy  is  in  money,  the  legatee  has  no  enforceable  right  to 
claim  it  in  another  form  and  consequently,  if  it  is  agreed 
that  the  securities  may  be  taken  up  in  lieu  of  the  legacy, 
duty  according  to  the  value  of  the  securities  would,  in  my 
opinion,  be  payable  on  the  transfer. 

/  have  come  across  a  reference  to  a  profits  tax  "  abate- 
ment." Will  you  explain  that  and  say  when  it  is  avail- 
able? 

The  abatement  referred  to  is  a  reduction  allowed  in  com- 
puting the  profits  on  which  profits  tax  (not  income  tax)  is 
chargeable.  Profits  of  an  incorporated  body  up  to  £2,000 
per  annum  are  exempt  from  the  tax,  but  from  £2,000  to 
£12,000  an  abatement  is  given  equal  to  one-fifth  of  the 
amount  by  which  the  adjusted  profits  fall  short  of  £12,000. 
Thus  adjusted  profits  of  £2,500  would  be  abated  by  £1.900 
(1  /5th  of  £12,000  less  £2.500=1 /5th  of  £9,500),  leaving  £600 
to  be  charged  with  profits  tax  at  the  applicable  rate  thereon. 
As  a  sole  trader  you  are,  like  a  partnership,  out  of  the  orbit 
of  the  tax. 

//;  considering  the  fixed-asset  values  as  shown  in  our 
last  balance  sheet,  we  feel  they  do  not  represent  the 
true,  present-day  position.  Whilst  we  do  not  wish  to 
revalue  such  assets,  would  there  be  any  objection  to  the 
revision  of  depreciation  written  off  in  past  years?  The 
business  has  been  in  existence  for  a  number  of  years 
but  was  formed  into  a  limited  company  three  years  ago. 
It  may  be  contended  that  writing  up  the  assets  again,  by 
what  was  considered  to  be  past  over-depreciation,  does  in 
effect  constitute  a  book  revaluation  of  a  sort.  If  that  con- 
tention was  correct,  in  present  circumstances  of  the  company, 
and  the  assets  not  being  realised,  the  surplus  itself  would 
not  be  available  for  dividend  but  could  provide  for  a  bonus 
issue  of  shares.  In  any  case,  adjustment  going  back  beyond 
the  date  when  the  cofnpany  was  formed  would  without 
doubt  amount  to  a  capital  revaluation.  The  general  ruling 
applicable  is  that  capital  profits  may  be  divisible  only  if 
they  are  realised  and  a  surplus  remains  after  making  good 
existing  capital  losses  and  the   articles  of  the  company 
empower  distribution  of  such  capital  profits. 

Our  company  pays  the  whole  of  the  National  insurance 
covering  its  employees,  that  is  to  say,  it  makes  no  de- 
duction from  salaries  in  respect  of  National  insurance 


contributions.  As  it  would  now  appear  that  employees 
are  taxable  on  the  National  insurance  paid  for  them, 
is  it  sufficient  to  add  the  employee's  share  of  the  in- 
surance to  their  remuneration  for  P.A.Y.E.  tax  pur- 
poses? 

The  benefit  derived  by  the  company's  employees  from 
what  the  company  pays,  without  reimbursement  from  the 
employees,  in  connection  with  National  insurance  contri- 
butions is  an  assessable  benefit.  The  employers  are  satisfy- 
ing a  legal  obligation  of  the  employees  to  meet  such  contri- 
butions The  simplest  procedure  is  to  treat  the  employees 
gross  earnings  as  inclusive  of  their  share  of  the  National 
insurance  contribution.  However,  since  tax  deductions  have 
been  made  for  some  time  on  a  basis  excluding  such  contri- 
butions, it  may  be  advisable  to  obtain  amended  codings  to 
cover  the  position  to  date  in  the  current  year.  An  allowance 
is  given  to  employees  as  relief  for  their  National  insurance 
liability. 

My  sister  has  the  leasehold  of  a  property,  consisting 
of  a  shop  which  she  lets,  and  rooms  above,  some  of 
which  are  her  living  quarters  and  the  rest  let  off  as 
furnished  rooms.  The  lease  expires  in  1962.  Has  she  any 
rights  as  to  priority  in  obtaining  a  new  tenancy,  a  new 
leasehold  or  the  freehold  of  the  property,  and  is  there 
any  limit  to  the  amount  that  the  ground  landlord  can 
charge  for  any  of  those  three  things? 
Your  sister's  subtenant  of  the  shop  is  entitled  to  claim  a 
new  tenancy  of  his  shop,  when  the  lease  expires,  but  his 
claim  would  be  against  your  sister's  landlord,  since  she 
would  have  no  further  interest  in  the  premises.  Merely 
letting  rooms  furnished  does  not  amount  to  an  activity  in 
respect  of  which  any  right  to  a  new  tenancy  would  arise 
under  the  Landlord  and  Tenant  Act,  1954.  Therefore,  she 
could  not  claim  a  new  tenancy  under  the   1954  Act  in 
respect  of  any  part  of  the  premises.  She  has  living  quarters, 
however,  and  under  the  Rent  Acts  she  would  have  been 
protected  for  that  portion  of  the  premises  occupied  by  her 
as  living  quarters.  It  is  difficult  to  forecast  the  Rent  Act 
position  in  1962.  If  the  rateable  value  of  the  part  occupied 
by  her  exceeds  £42— assuming  the  property  is  in  London-
